Dead Heads 

To the Editor: 

Russia, under the lash of necessity, 
is going capitalistic more and more 
each day, proving that human nature 
is the same throughout the world.

Mrs. Strieker Coles' Aviary 

**It's all in the day's work," said 
Mrs. Strieker Coles of Alscot, Bryn 
Mawr, as she squashed a meal worm 
between her finders and offered it to 
one of her feathered iiets. "Some i)eo- 
ple wonder how I can stand this. I 
have to! If you love hirds you learn 
to do a lot of things you may not 
like at first." 

Mrs. Coles was speaking in her 
aviary, one of the finest along the 
Main Line. In it are hirds of every 
description from far off places such 
as Australia, India, Ahyssinia, Japan. 
Birds of exotic plumage and ugly 
voices, dull-feathered birds with glor- 
ious song. 

Until one has seen such an aviary 
as Mrs. Coles', the human traits of 
these songsters arc not so apparent. 
But they are like human beings. De- 
cidedly! 

For instance there is Kim, the blue- 
winged bul-bul from India. No pi^ctty 
lady could teach him anything when 
it comes to vanity. He is rather a 
quiet bird most of the time, but hold 
a mirror in front of him, and he 
breaks forth into paeans of joy. 

A baby blue jay holds up the Main 
Line end of bird life in the aviary. 
At first he drooped and moped, pining 
for his parents and freedom. Finally, 
like most children, he thought better 
Df a hunger stiike and called for food, 
N"ow he insists upon six or seven meals 
a day, delighting in the home-raised 
meal worms, but demanding a little 
water from an eye-dropjier as a 
chaser. 

About seven years ago the aviary 
had its beginning, of all places, 
aboard the Coles' yacht, Alscotia, 
while it was cruising in New England 
waters. . Not wishing to turn the 
yacht into a dog kennel, and despair- 
ing of taming the sea gulls, Mrs. 
Coles ])urchased five birds for one trip, 
including two white Rengalese finches 
named Darby and Joan. 

Alas, poor Joan! She died a few 
weeks after the family's return to 
land. The bereaved Darby no longer 
would sing, and Mrs. Coles decided 
that naught would end his grief but 
a new mate, for which she straight- 
way proceeded to search. Long after 
a new wife had been found for Darby 
she continued her expeditions, always 
bringing home some gorgeous new 
specimen, until now her collection in- 
cludes more than fifty varieties. 

About three years ago Mrs. Coles 
and two others formed a bird club 
that they might better discuss and 
study their i)cts. The club now has 
a menil)ership of twelve — a i)lace to 
meet every month of the year — and in- 
cludes Mrs. Coles, Mrs. George U. 
Packard, Mrs, Lawrence Wilbur, Mrs. 
Charles S. Starr, Mrs. H. Hoffman 
Dolan, the two Mrs. Grifliths (and 
their foi-ty canaries), Mrs. Robert 
Glendenning, Mrs. John Cadwalader, 
Mrs. Wikoff Smith and the ])resident 
of the club, an artist of renown, Miss 
Hanna Mae Horner. 

Rarest of Mrs. Coles' birds is Ivan- 
hoe, a beautiful red creation. For 
jnore than a year he remained un- 
identified — even by exjierts at tiie Zoo. 
At last, in one of the specimen 
drawers of the Academy of Natural 
Sciences, there was found an un- 
mounted bird to match the red enigma. 
Ivanhoe? He should have been called 
Haile Selassie, for he is an Abys- 
sinian Weaver, the only one ever seen 
alive by the Philadelphia bird si)e- 
cialists. 

To conclude our flight into the l)ird 
world, we turn to Sigurd, son of 
Brunnhilde and Siegfried, the plain 
roller canary raised from its infancy 
by Mrs. Coles. He is dearest to her 
heart, for he is living proof of her 
one-word theory about teaching birds 
to sing: Don't! 

Most bird-lovers claim that the ' 
young songster should be kept in a , 
covered cage and be allowed to listen ' 
to only one singer all the time. With ; 
this theory Mrs. Coles disagrees. ! 
Sigurd grew up in the Bird Room, in 
the midst of a bedlam of chirpings and : 
songs. Did it ruin his voice? Stop,: 
and listen to him as he raises his i 
head and trills out his sweet ecstatic 
melody. O. 0,

State Will Issue New 
Type Hunting License 

Main Line nimrods will be issued 
a new-type hunting license this year, 
according to a report given out yes- 
terday by the Pennsylvania Game 
Commission. It is designed to ex- 
pedite applications for new permits, 
and also to facilitate reporting of 
animals taken under it. 

The hunting seasons and bag limits 
are printed on one section of the 
permit in order that no one may vio- 
late the law through ignorance. An- 
other jiart of the license is a properly 
addressed business reply card for the 
convenience of the hunter in submit- 
ting his game kill report. 

A new feature of the license, which 
will come on tough cardboard twice 
folded to pocket size, is a large game 
tag in two sections, one of which will 
be detached by the game official ex- 
amining the bear or deer killed. 

Identification by an automobile 
driver's license, a tax receipt, or other 
fool-proof means, will be required 
from now on from all applicants for 
hunting permits.

Traveling by Stage-eoaeh 

^^Aa late as January 10, 1834, the Queen's Highway 
(the present Chester Pike) was so had that the mail- 
coach from Washington stuck fast iu the mud Iielow 
Darby and had to be drawn to that village by oxen".
